Trains  are  another  possibility  for  the 
student  seeking  a  ride  home,  although  they 
are  also  almost  completely  booked, 
according  to  a  ticket  agent  from  Amtrack. 

However,  cancellations  do  come  in  and  if  a 
student  is  interested  he  should  call 
Amtrack’s  toll-free  number  very  early  in  the 
morning  (around  7  a.m.>  when  all  the 
cancellations  come  in  from  New  York,  the 
agent  explained. 

The  Amtrack  train  departs  from  Ogden 
and  services  the  entire  United  States. 

The  only  other  passenger  train  leaving 
from  Utah  is  the  Denver  &  Rio  Grande 
Western  Railroad  Co.  which  only  travels 
between  Utah  and  Denver.  Reservations 
must  be  made  in  advance,  said  the  ticket 
agent.

ASBYU’s  first  female  attorney  general  was 
approved  Tuesday  by  the  ASBYU  Executive 
Council. 

Christine  Burdick,  a  junior  pre-law  student 
from  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  began  serving  Tuesday 
afternoon.  The  resignation  of  the  out-going 
attorney  general,  Jade  J.  LeBlanc,  was  to  be 
effective  Jan.  3,  1976,  but  an  appointment  to  a 
new  position  has  caused  him  to  leave  the  office 
earlier. 

LeBlanc  was  appointed  Tuesday  as 
administrative  assistant  to  the  ASBYU  president 
for  the  judiciary.  He  will  serve  as  a  liaison 
between  the  executive  and  judicial  branches  of 
student  government,  Bob  Henrie,  ASBYU 
president,  said. 

In  Tuesday’s  meeting,  the  council  also 
approved  proposals  and  appropriations  for  the 
Cougarettes,  a  Women’s  Office  conference,  a 
Utah  Intercollegiate  Assembly  delegation  and 
dissemination  of  information  on  the 
university’s  Title  IX  policy.

Kissinger 

denounces 

charges 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Secretary  of  State  Henry  A. 
Kissinger  denounced  as  a 
“total  falsehood”  charges 
that  he  conspired  to  withhold 
from  President  Ford 
information  about  alleged 
Soviet  violations  of  the  1972 
strategic  arms  accords. 

Later  Tuesday,  Ford  and 
Kissinger  met  with  Soviet 
Ambassador  Anatoly  F. 
Dobrynin  for  40  minutes  at 
the  White  House.  Aides  said 
the  session  dealt  with  issues 
including  the  current 
deadlock  over  further  nuclear 
arms  talks  and  Kissinger’s 
forthcoming  trip  to  Moscow. 

Ford  had  invited  Dobrynin 
to  the  White  House  Tuesday 
morning,  before  Kissinger 
told  a  news  conference  there 
was  no  sense  in  his  going  to 
Moscow  until  U.S.  positions 
are  prepared  in  great  detail 
and  until  the  Soviets  are 
ready  to  make  a  new  proposal 
in  the  arms  talks. 

Retired  Adm.  Elmo 
Zumwalt,  the  former  chief  of 
naval  operations,  told  a 
House  committee  a  week  ago 
that  the  Soviets  had 
committed  “gross  violations” 
and  that  Ford  was  “badly 
briefed”  by  Kissinger  about 
them. 

The  charges  are  “false,!’ 
Kissinger  said. 


William  D.  Farnsworth, 
formerly  assistant  director  of 
learning  resources  at  BYU, 
has  been  named  acting 
director,  replacing  the  late 
Darrel  J.  Monson,  it  was 
announced  Tuesday  by  Pres.

Christians  win  sector  of  Beirut 


BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (AP)  -  Christian 
Phalangists  counter-attacked  Moslem 
forces  Tuesday  and  recaptured  the 
Jewish  quarter  of  Beirut  in  a  second  day 
of  bloody  house-to-house  fighting  for 
control  of  this  Arab  capital.  The 
two-day  death  toll  rose  to  185. 

Ambulances  recovered  dead  and 
wounded  from  the  combat  zones  after 
what  the  state  radio  called  the  “worst 
and  crudest  night  of  fighting”  in  the 
eight-month  civil  war,  but  scores  of 
casualties  still  lay  in  city  streets  under 
intense  rocket  and  mortar  barrages. 

Several  hundred  Jews  had  lived  there 
under  Christian  protection,  but  most 
have  fled  to  mountain  villages  during 
the  months  of  fighting. 

Ibrahim  Kuleilat,  leader  of  th,e 


Moslem  Nasserite  militia  that  occupied 
the  Jewish  quarter  Monday,  conceded 
that  his  men  had  pulled  back  “to 
regroup.”  He  countered  the  Phalangist 
statement  with  victory  claims  of  his 
own,  saying  the  Moslem  advance  “is  still 
continuing.” 

Kuleilat  charged  that  Lebanese  army 
commandos  sent  in  to  guard 
government  buildings,  banks  and  hotels 
were  firing  on  his  men  in  support  of  the 
Christians. 

About  350  Lebanese  army 
commandos  and  several  hundred 
security  men  have  been  committed  to 
the  downtown  area  around  parliament, 
the  main  banking  street  and  the  luxury 
hotel  district.  The  security  forces  short 
of  manpower,  firepower  and 


leadership— are  trying  to  discourage 
hositilities  by  physical  presence  only, 
without  actual  intervention  between  the 
warring  Christian  and  Moslem  fighters. 

Both  sides  have  ignored  their  presence 
and  continued  fighting,  reducing  the 
troops  to  observers  and  often  catching 
them  in  crossfire. 

Army  commandos  evacuated  the  staff 
and  about  30  guests  from  the  Phoenicia 
Intercontinental  Hotel  after  it  caught 
fire  from  rocket  ,  hits.  But  they  could 
not  leave  the  district  because  of  the 
battle  all  around  them  and  had  to  take 
a  shelter  in  a  nearby- army  officers’  club. 

Both  sides  continued  to  exchange 
heavy  fire  from  vantage  points  in  the 
two  buildings  without  army 
intervention  into  the  night.

That  office  will  inform 
students  of  what  is  presently  being  done  to 
increase  equality  on  campus  and  be  prepared  to 
distribute  an  information  sheet  on  the  topic 
prepared  by  the  university.

Tax-cut  bill 
to  satisfy 
President? 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Treasury  Secretary  William  E. 
Simon  was  told  Tuesday 
there  is  little  chance  Congress 
will  tailor  a  $  13-billion 
tax-cut  bill  to  suit  President 
Ford’s  demands. 

The  President’s  plan  to  tie 
the  tax  cut  to  a  reduction  in 
spending  is  “completely  at 
odds  with  the  way  Congress 
has  c  ho  sen  to  limit 
spending,”  Sen.  Russell  B. 
Long,  D-La.,  chairman  of  the 
Senate  Finance  Committee, 
told  Simon. 

Long  hinted  if  Ford  vetoed 
the  bill  and  Congress  is 
unable  to  override  him  the 
President  may  have  to  answer 
to  the  voters  for  a  tax 
increase  and  higher 
unemployment  in  an  election 
year. 

Nevertheless,  Simon  said, 
“It  would  be  extremely 
dangerous’’  to  cut  taxes 
without  reducing  spending. 
To  do  so  would  be  flirting 
with  a  new  round  of 
inflation,  he  said. 

Simon  testified  before  the 
Finance  Committee  as  the 
panel  began  work  on  the 
tax-cut  measure  passed  by  the 
House  last  week.  The  bill 
would  cut  the  taxes  of  a 
married  Couple  with  $17,500 
of  adjusted  gross  income  to 
$2,276,  as  an  example.  Such  a 
couple  paid  $2,456  under  the 
temporary  1975  tax  cut  law 
and  $2,516  under  the 
permanent  1974  tax  law. 

Long  emphasized  that  the 
committee  will  delay  until 
next  year  consideration  of 
the  $3  billion  in  tax  increases 
that  the  House  voted  by 
closing  loopholes  under 
which  businesses  and  the 
wealthy  are  able  to  reduce 
their  tax  burden.

and  coordinating  activities  of 
police  agencies  throughout 
the  county. 

The  new  central 
communication  center, 
located  at  1775  Dakota  Lane, 
Provo,  offers  dispatch  services 
to  all  police  agencies  in  the 
county  with  the  exception  of 
Provo  and  Orem.  Provo  and 
Orem  have  their  own  dispatch 
units.  A  criminal  information 
clearing  house  service  is  also 
provided  to  all  law 
enforcement  agencies  in  the 
county,  according  to  Mrs.

county  on  many  criminals. 

Dispatchers  have  to  learn  a 
code  consisting  of 
approximately  10B  different 
items.

“When 
Sweh  went  to  Provo  City,  I 
went  with  him,”  she  said.  She 
has  since  dispatched  for  Orem 
and  has  been  with  the 
county-wide  dispatch  service 
since  March. 

“You  just  never  know 
what’s  going  to  happen,”  she 
said,  “although  certain  times 
are  busier  than  others. 
Weekends  from  noon  until 
midnight  are  usually  the 
busiest  times.”

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Ford  signs  N.Y.  aid  bill 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A  bill 
providing  $2.3  billion  in  emergency 
loans  to  New  York  City  was  signed  into 
law  Tuesday,  and  the  House,  approved  a 
change  in  the  nation’s  bankruptcy  laws 
in  case  the  city  should  default. 

President  Ford  signed  '  the  emergency 
loan  bill  and  called  on  Congress  to 
approve  a  $  10.3-billion  supplemental 
appropriations  measure  which  includes 
the  actual  money  for  the  city. 

The  House,  meanwhile,  voted  373  to 
29  to  alter  the  bankruptcy  laws. 

Earlier  the  House  had  rejected,  264  to 
145,  a  move  to  limit  the  change  to  make 
it  apply  only  to  cities  of  one  million  or 
more. 


The  House  also  rejected,  on  a  voice 
vote,  an  amendment  which  would  have 
put  federal  guarantees  on  certificates  of 
indebtedness  which  could  be  issued  by 
the  city  to  raise  funds  once  it  had  filed  a 
bankruptcy  petition  with  a  federal' 
court. 

The  Senate  will  start  debate 
Wednesday  on  its  own  similar  bill  to 
change  federal  bankruptcy  laws. 

In  a  message,  Ford  said  it  would  cost 
$1  million  to  administer  the  loans 
during  fiscal  1976  and  $315,000  to 
administer  them  during  a  budgetary 
transactional  period  from  next  July  1 
through  Sept.  30. 

The  Senate  is  expected  to  pass  the 


supplemental  appropriations  bills 
Wednesday.  The  measure  then  goes  to  a 
conference  committee  with  the  House 
and  then  to  a  vote  by  the  full  House.  If 
the  House  makes  no  changes  in  the 
measure,  it  can  then  go  directly  to  the 
White  House  for  Ford’s  signature. 


Ford,  when  he  announced  his  loan 
proposal  for  New  York  City  Nov.  26, 
also  called  for  a  change  in  the  nation’s 
bankruptcy  laws.  But  his  proposal 
would  only  limit  any  new  law  to  cities 
with  populations  over  1  million  and 
would  require  the  city  filing  under  the 
statute  to  come  up  with  a  balanced 
budget.

UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.  (AP)  -  U.S.  Ambassador  Daniel 
Patrick  Moynihan  says  his  blunt  U.N.  speeches  may  be  a  new 
American  style  at  the  world  organization,  but  this  is  the  way 
other  nations  normally  behave. 

“We  think  the  United  Nations  matters ...  We  think  that 
the  only  way  to  stay  there  is  to  stay  there  and 
fight ....  Harsh  attack  ...  is  the  order  of  the  day  over 
there,”  he  said  Sunday  in  a  joint  appearance  with 
singer-actress  Pearl  Bailey,  a  special  adviser  to  his  U.N. 
delegation,  on  ABC— TV’s  “Issues  and  Answers.” 

“It  has  been,  perhaps,  an  American  hope  that  if  we  didn’t 
respond  to  attacks  upon  us,  maybe  they  wouldn’t  be  made,” 
said  Moynihan.  It  may  perhaps  unnerve  some  people 
that  we  are  doing  this  because  it’s  new. 

“What  we  have  said  is  ....  we  will  respond  to  untrue 
charges  against  us.  We  will,  when  attacked,  defend  the  good 
name  of  this  democracy,”  he  said. 

“Everybody  is  blunt  in  there,”  Miss  Bailey  added.

'overpaid' 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Many  federal  bureaucrats  are 
overpaid  because  they  are  in 
pay  classifications  higher  than 
those  justified  by  their  jobs, 
the  General  Accounting 
Office  says. 

This  practice  accounts  for 
much  of  the  600  per  cent 
increase  in  payroll  costs  since 
the  classification  system 
began  in  1949,  a  GAO  report 
said.  A  copy  of  the  report 
was  obtained  Monday. 

The  report  said  that  in 
1949  the  average  white-collar 
government  grade  was  GS5, 
paying  between  $3,100  and 
$4,225,  depending  on  length 
of  service.  The  average  grade 
now  is  GS7,  paying  from 
$1  1,046  to  $14,358,  the 
GAO  said.

The  BYU  basketball  team  will  host  Long 
Beach  State,  Tulsa  and  St.  John’s  in  the 
Cougar  Classic  Friday  and  Saturday. 

St.  John’s  (3-0)  of  New  York  and  Tulsa 
(2-1)  will  meet  in  Friday’s  round  at  7  p.m. 
BYU  and  Long  Beach  will  be  featured  in  the 
9  p.m.  game.  The  losers  and  winners  will  pair 
off  on  the  same  schedule  Saturday  night. 

The  Cougar  Classic,  was  held  four  years  ago 
as  the  inaugural  event  for  the  Marriott 
Center.  The  Y  defeated  Kansas  State  78-72 
and  St.  Joseph’s  73-72  for  the  1971  title. 

The  last  time  the  Cougars  faced  Long 
Beach  State  was  in  the  NCAA  regional 
playoffs  in  March,  1972.  BYU  lost  that  game 
in  overtime  95-90.  The  California  school 


went  on  to  lose  to  UCLA  in  the  regional 
finals. 

The  Long  Beach  State  49ers  have  won  165 
games  and  lost  29  during  the  last  seven  years, 
en  route  to  capturing  seven  straight 
conference  titles. 

The  Redmen  of  St.  John’s  are  listed  as 
co-favorites  in  the  tournament,  along  with 
Long  Beach.  Last  year  they  posted  a  21-10 
record  and  have  several  key  players  returning 
this  year.  The  Redmen  will  be  making  their 
first  appearance  in  the  Marriott  Center. 

Tulsa  Will  enter  the  tournament  as  the  dark 
horse,  having  lost  some  lettermen  to 
graduation.  The  Hurricanes  opened  their 
season  defeating  Oklahoma  State  and 
Oklahoma,  but  then  lost  to  St.  Mary’s  73-69.

Tarkenton  already  has  surpassed  Unitas-’ 
completions  mark  by  58  this  season,  while 
establishing  a  Minnesota  record  of  230 
completions  in  a  season  with  two  games 
remaining.  He  has  passed  for  2,622  yards  and 
23  touchdowns,  while  being  intercepted  1 1 
times  in  355  attemps. 

With  .32  more  passing  attempts  a  mark  he 
seems  certain  to  reach  in  the  next  two  games 
—  Tarkenton  will  have  thrown  more  passes 
than  anyone  else.  He  remains  1,771  yards  shy 
of  Unitas’  lifetime  standard  of  40,239  yards 
passing. 


Minnesota  Coach  Bud  Grant  says 
Tarkenton’s  15  th  pro  season  is  his  best. 
“Francis  is  setting  career  records  while  he  is 
at  the  very  top  of  his  profession,”  he  said. 
“He  has  all  the  qualities  of  greatness  and 
enthusiasm,  but  most  important  is  his 
durability.  Francis  is  always  ready.” 

Tarkenton  never  has  missed  an  NFL  game 
because -of  an  injury.  He  still  plays  with  the 
exuberance  of  a  21 -year-old,  which  he  was 
when  he  passed  for  1,997  yards  and  18 
touchdowns  in  hi^  rookie  season. 

After  six  stormy  years  under  Coach  Norm 
Van  Brocklin  at  Minnesota,  Tarkenton  asked 
to  be  traded  and  spent  five  seasons  with  the 
New  York  Giants  before  being  reacquired  by 
the  Vikings  in  1972. 

“Football  is  a  lot  more  fun  when  you’re  on 
a  winning  team,”  said  Tarkenton. 

Tarkenton,  rapped  as  a  scrambler  in  his 
early  years,  has  given  respectability  to  that 
frenetic  activity.  Grant  likes  to  say 
Tarkenton’s  elusive  maneuvers  “buy  time” 
for  the  quarterback  and  receivers. 

Tarkenton  also  has  rushed  for  more  yards 
than  any  other  quarterback  in  the  game’s 
history,  with  3,627  yards  on  608  carries. 
That  averages  just  less  than  six  yards  per  run. 

Tarkenton  still  has  one  year  remaining  on 
his  present  contract  with  Minnesota,  and 
physically  appears  capable  of  playing  for  a 
number  of  seasons  after  that.

Give  tolerance

The  holiday  season  has  begun  in  the  congenial  atmosphere 
of  Brigham  Young  University,  traditional  home  of  love  of 
God,  pursuit  of  truth  and  service  to  mankind.  Indeed,  this 
setting  of  beauty,  cleanliness  and  industry  is  ideally  suited  to 
foster  hope  of  “Peace  on  earth,  good  will  to  men.” 

A  fitting  observance  of  the  season  could  be  the  extension 
of  the  spirit  of  tolerance  to  anyone  in  need.

Meninger,  an  eminent  psychiatrist,  in  an  address  in  New 
York  City  earlier  this  month,  advises  Americans  to  “prevent 
unnecessary  suffering  at  the  source,  before  individuals  are 
forced  down  the  wrong  road.” 

Speaking  on  “Toward  a  Caring  Society,”  Dr.  Meninger 
noted  that  Americans  must  begin  to  care  about  the  “morally 
retarded,  the  morally  deficient,  the  violent,  the  corrupt” 
persons. 

His  idea  is  that  ignoring  the  appalling  humart  evils  revealed 
by  psychiatry  is  “copping  out.”  Quoting  from  Dr.  Meninger: 

“Most  of  the  morally  deficient  you  do  not  treat.  You  put 
some  of  them  in  jail-which  is  no  treatment;  you  put  others 
in  prisons -which  is  no  treatment;  you  put  homeless  and 
abused  children  in  institutions  which  condemn  them  to 
wasted  lives  or  death. 

“.  .  .  .  If,  having  gone  on  so  far  in  identifying 
destructiveness  in  our  civilization,  are  we  to  accept  it  and  let 
it  overcome  us?  People  who  care  can’t  do  that,  even  if  they 
try.  Our  personal  salvation  depends  on  keeping  up  our  efforts 
and  our  hope.” 

This  holiday  season  make  a  gift  of  tolerance  to  some  needy 
person.  If  you  know  a  young  man  who  is  struggling  to 
overcome  a  bad  habit,  such  as  a  weakness  for  tobacco  or  beer 
every  Saturday  night,  help  bolster  his  will  power.  Include 
him  in  bowling,  skiing  or  basketball  activities  and  do  what 
you  can  to  sidetrack  his  weakness  before  it  is  habitual.

Dr.  Dale  D.  Parker,  director  of  the  Bureau 
of  Solid  Waste  Management  of  the  Utah  State 
Division  of  Health,  said  Provo  was  in 
violation  of  a  state  law  which  reads:  “At  least 
five  feet  of  separation  between  the  bottom  of 
disposal  trenches  and  the  highest 
groundwater  elevation  is  desirable.” 

“The  danger  of  dumping  garbage  into 
water,”  explained  Dr.  Parker,  “is  that 
substances  leaking  out  might  travel 
.  underground  and  move  away  from  the  dump 
and  end  up  in  Provo  City’s  drinking  water.  He 
said,  “We  have  no  substantial  basis  to  indicate 
this  actually  is  happening,  but  it  is  a 
potentiality  and  we  would  like  to  get  away 
from  it.”
